Rey. Carter H. Jones, of Louisville, Ky., 
Suggested for Dr. Hawthorne’s Place. 


ON A TOUR OF PALESTINE 


The Friends of Dr. Lansing Burrows 
Are Anxious To Bring Him 
to Atlanta. 


Among the various names which have 
been suggested in connection with the pul- 
pit of the First Baptist church, since the 
resignation of Dr.. Hawthorne, is that 
of Rev. Carter Helm Jones, of Louisville, 
Ky- ? 

Mr. Jones is a son of Dr. 
Jones and is one of the brightest young 
divines in the Baptist denomination. 

He has preached several times at the 
First Baptist church of this city and 
has a host of admiring friends in Atlanta. 
Those who have heard him preach say 
that. in many respects, he is equal to Dr. 
Hawthorne. 

Though quite a young man, being only 
thirty-five years of a£e, Mr. Jones is a 
ripe schojar and has achieved something 
of a reputation. 

For two or‘three years he has been the 
pastor of the McFerrin Memorial church, 
Louisville, Ky. As a proof of the high es- 
teem in which he is held by the members 
of that church he was recertly tendered 
a trip to the Holy Land. Perhaps no young 
minister has ever been honored by such an 
expressive token of regard, though many 
older ones, who have served their congTega- 
tions for a much longer period of time, 
have been rewarded with similar trips. 

Mr. Jones is still absent on his tour of 
the Holy Land and will not return to this 
country for several months. Should he 
be elected as Dr. Hawthorne’s successor 
there is grave doubt as to his acceptance 
of that call. 

His church in Louisville is quite a large 
one and he has a most flattering outlook 
before him in that city. Perhaps the field 
is even a better one than he would find 
here. 

In addition to these reasons for remain- 
ing where he is, the fact that he has just 
received from his congreg tion a most ex- 
pressive token of esteem would induce 
him, from a sense of gratitude, to remain 
in Louisville for several months at least 
after his arrival. 

Still his friends in the First Baptist 
church are anxious to procure his services, 
and while these various reasons might pre- 
vent him from accepting a call to that 
church they will have no weight with the 
members of the church in extending him 
a call 

But whether Mr. Jones is called to the 
First Baptist church or not he will most 
likely receive an invitation to occupy the 
pulpit pending the selection of a pastor to 
succeed Dr. Hawthorne. 

Dr. Burrows Mentioned. 

Dr. Lansing Burrows, of Augusta, Ga., 
has also been memitioned in connection with 
ake vacant pulpit. 

For quite a number of years Dr. Burrows 
has been the pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Augusta. He is a man of power 
in the pulpit and possesses rare qualifica- 
tions as a successor to Dr. Hawthorne. 

Dr. Burrows has been the secretary of 
the southern Baptist convention for the 
jast fifteen years. In this capacity he has 
made a most eflicient officer and has dem- 
onstrated his unyielding fidelity to the wel-

Many Persons Write to Major Slaton 
Making Application. 
Sur¢rintendent Slaton of the _ public 
schools, is daily receiving letters in re 
gard to the examination for teachers on

The examination is held every year to 
fill the vacancies in Atlanta’s schools, and 
this year thy are very numerous.

STRIKING ESSAYS BY MANY 


Was a Promising Body of Intelligent 
Colored Men That Went Out 
from the School. 


The commencement exercises at the 
Gammon Theologial seminary, which have 
been going on for the past week and 
which ‘have attracted large audiences, 
were brought to a close yesterday after- 
noon. 

Sixteen ministers were turned out of the 
school, and all of them passed the exam- 
inations in a most satisfying manner. 
The past year has been one of the most 
successful with this _ institution. The 
finances have been in the most flourishing 
condition and the number of graduates 
is the largest in its history. 

In the morning the annual meeting of 
the board of trustees took place. They 
were in session for some time, but only 
matters of important business were 
brought before them. The annual meet- 
ing of the alumni association took place, 
and it was also a business meeting. 

The graduating exercises proper began 
in the afternoon at 3 o'clock, and were 
continued through ‘the evening. Large 
crowds have been going out to the semi- 
nary all during the commencement exer- 
cises, but yesterday the largest crowd 
ever seen there was on hand. The large 
and commodious chapel of Chrisman hall 
had been appropriately decorated and pre- 
pared for the occasion and the large au- 
dience that began to gather early in the 
day filled it until standing room was un- 
attainable. 

The exercises were opened with vocal 
music, rendered by the graduates. Rev. 
J. Cc. Hunt, of the class of 1891, led in 
prayer, 

All of the graduates were on the pro- 
gramme to speak, but only seven of them 
spoke, owing to the fact of the limited 
time. J. N. Coggin, of Atlanta, made 
the first address, His subject was, “The 
Institutional Chruch.’’ The speaker han- 
dled his subject in a splendid styJe <@d 
held the attention of his audience from be- 
inning to end. Peter J. Cook, of Oxford, 
N. C.,. spoke on “Signs of the Times.’’ 
He made a strong address. 

An address on the ‘“‘Relations of the 
Christian Minister to the Liquor Problem.’’ 
Cc. A. Leftwitch spoke on “John Wesley 
as a Preacher and Organizer.” ‘Christian 
Socialism’ was the subject of a strong 
address made by S. A. Stripling. The 
last address and one of the best was 
made by J. D. Whittaker on ‘‘The Paul- 
ine Evergelism for Africa,’ The speak-

NOTHING YET FROM DIAZ. 


THE MISSIONARY SUPPOSED TO 
BE AT KEY WEST.

There Is Some Chance of His Getting 
Here Tonight, but Nothing Defi- 
nite Has Been Ascertained. 


No tidings have been received from the 
Cuban missionary since the cablegranm 
which announced his departure from Ha- 
vanna several days ago. 

Having waited for several days without 
hearing from the missionary, the Baptists 
of Atlanta are beginning to discuss the 
reasons for this protracted silence. 

If Diaz sailed from Cuba at the time 
stated in the ecablegram he has already 
landed at Key West. But if such is the 
case, why has he not sent a dispatch to 
his friends in Atlanta? 

Dr. I. T. Tichenor, the secretary of the 
home board of the southern Baptist con- 
vention, thinks that Diaz is at Key West 
waiting for the arrival of the other mem- 
bers of his family. 

Under the edict which procured the pris- 
oner’s release from the jail at Havana it 
was provided that he should leave the 
island within six days from the time of his 
liberation. 

This barely allowed him time to wind up 
the affairs of his office, and turning over to 
his wife such matters of business as he 
could not dispose of nimself, he took the 
first boat that left Havana. 

If the members of his family reached 
Key West vesterday aftenoon, Diaz may 
be on his way to Atlanta. In that event 
he will reach the city at 7 o’clock this even- 
ing over the Central railroad. 

On account of the large number of Cu- 
bans living at Key West, who are friendlv 
toward Diaz and who are surcharged with 
the revolutionary spirit, there is some 
ground for the supposition that he may pos- 
sibly be detained over Sunday by sympa- 
thetic admirers, 

Again, if the members of his family did 
not reach Key West vesterday afternoon, 
Diaz is more than ap* to remain at that 
place until he is joined by them, after which 
he will proceed at once to Atlanta. 

Refore he starts he will likely send a 
telegram to the headquarters of the South- 
ern Baptist Association. 

At the earliest possible moment Diaz can- 
not get here before 7 oclock this evening, 
and perhaps a week longer will be required 
to complete the homeward trip.

Writes Concerning the Exhibit To Be 
Made at Chicago.

Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt is 
busily at work stiring up interest in the 
Southern States exposition movement in 
Georgia. It will be remembered that a 
convention of prominent men from all 
the southern states, constituting 2a gen- 
eral advisory committee, has been called 
to meet in Atlanta May 7th to transact 
important business in furthering this move-

The following circular letter, which out- 
lines the plays and object of the exposition 
is being widely distributed by the agricul- 
tural department: 

“Acting on authority of a call issued by 
his excellency, Governor Atkinson, a gen- 
eral convention of prominent citizens of 
Georgia was held in this city on April 9th, 
at which the Southern States Exposition 
Company of Georgia was organized. Its 
purpose is to aid in attracting emigration 
and capital to this state by exhibiting its 
resources fully at the Southern States ex- 
position to be held in Chicago during Au- 
gust, September and October.
